Depot, have two good steam fire-ongings, und 
manual; and the Hongkong and Kowloon 
Wharf aud Godown Company heave one_ of 
the latest “ Shand-Mason ” London engines (but 
18 montha old) which throws water—tiro délivy- 
rios—easily ‘over their highest déuble-story go- 
down. . They have also a manual fire-engine, and 
afew Woodhouse squirts, “With’ private pro- 
perty,.. therefore, Kowloon, no’ thanks to the 
anthorities, is better off than Hongkong. Tho 
wator fire-angine, it may bo remarked, is offlci- 
ont, though seldom under steam when: required,

tothis other fact: that this continued influx inte 
Hongkong is simply enormous. attracted here 
as they are by the fact thut they . possess 
socurity to life and property to a preater oxtent 
than cau te obtained claewhere. in the Enst. 
Well, Sir, we welcome the Chinese who like te 
come herc,ind pat no Limit wpon their numbers, 
But it is not possible to reserve within the area 
that is below the line which is ordinarily 
known as the 700 feet contour that limit within 
which the conditions of healthy life can’bo 
found as a rule. We want many people 
to come and live and trade and 
promote the prospority of thomselves and 
the country if they choose to come.” We, at 
the same time, wish..and everyone, I think, in 
this honourable council, or outside of it, wishes 
to preserve at the same time the. freatest: 
aren capable of being inhabited without that 
close crowding which in all countries is 
detrimental. but especially so in tropical 
countries, as this: one is. “This crowding yro0s 
ou every day. and will -eontinre to. go 
on. The Gaajority of the people 
who come - here—of ~ Chinese — people. 
at all events—have neyor, lived on the 
upper levels ubout the 700 feet contour, and 
thereforg the Government in casting about for 
an urea that is desirable and necessary for a 
reservation urea have determined upon fixing 
‘one locality which hax never hitherto been 
oconpied by Chinese, “Therefore, sve propose 
by this Bill to reserve au aren within the 
Peak limit which . will be free from 
the epecnlative builder, because as the pressure 
goes on from year to year it may come to pass 
that honses that. havé not so far. existed there— 
tenement houses—may in future find their way 
to the Peak. It may be amore convenient. for 
the speculator in building aud letting houses, 
instead of going over to Kowloon side to go up 
to the Peak, and conditions would bo created 
so that perforce the Chinese would he compelled’ 
to live there und introduce the conditions that 
aro andesirable. und which now exist below, 
Theroforc, T say thatthose who.support the pro- 
position that it is desiruble, if possible, that the 
area I have referred toshould be reserved will, 
no doubt, say that tho best place to choose is the 
plage we have chosen; that — is, the 
Peak District.

Tp Lam, a boatman. was charged with having 
on tth April offered uw forged reyuest for the 
i delivery of seven pieuls of rice purporting to 
he chopped by the Fung Yan Loong firm, 

He pleaded not guilty. 

The Attorney-General in opeiing the case 
stated that on tha morning of the day in ques- 
tion. about ten o'clock. the aceused went to a 
‘shop called the Yee Fung and asked for and 
got some samples of rigs. About mid-day 
he returncd and seid he was satistied with 
the smmples and brougl:t in order for seven 
piculs of rice. The rice was delivered to him 
on this order,and was taken away to his boat. 
Meantime the Yeu Fung firm sont the bill to 
the Fung Yan Loong firm upon whose supposed 
order the ries had been delivered, ‘The latter 
repudiated tho order, The Yee Fung there- 
upon did their best to sat theirrice back ‘and 
recovered it on hourd the defendant's boat. 
He himself was fonnd on a Canton hoat, 
concealed in the crew's quarters, und was arrested. 
His defence was that he did not know that the 
ordor was a forgery.
